Rusk May Explain Pledge of Help 


Humphrey Gave to Southeast Asia 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk may 
tell senators today whether Vice 
President 
Hubert 
H. 
Hum­ 
phrey’s pledge of “ all neces­ 
sary assistance” to Southeast 
Asia countries involves fighting 
for them. 
That is the bedrock issue be­ 
hind a Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee’s request for Rusk’s 
reaction to a proposed amend­ 
ment by Chairman J.W. Fill. 
bright to a pending $415-million 
foreign aid authorization bill. 
Fulbright has offered a rider 
saying that approval of the 
measure or the furnishing of 
economic and military assist­ 
ance to any country cannot be 
construed as a commitment to 
defend those nations with Amer­ 
ican forces. 
The Arkansas Democrat con­ 
tends that the United States’ 
involvement in the Viet Nam 
conflict had its beginnings with 
the furnishing of economic aid. 
He warned Sunday that if the 


Viet Nam war becomes “ open- 
ended” there is real danger of 
war with China and announced 
his committee will begin Tues­ 
day a series of hearings “ to in­ 
crease 
our 
understanding of 
China.” 
At point in the committee’s 
request to Rusk is a commu­ 
nique issued at Bangkok during 
the course of the vice presi­ 
dent’s recent nine-nation tour of 
Asia and the Pacific which said: 
“ He (Humphrey) emphasized 
the determination of the United 
States to provide all necessary 
assistance to enable Thailand 
and 
the 
other 
countries of 
Southeast Asia threatened by 
Communist aggression to de­ 
fend themselves and to achieve 
in peace their just economic and 
social aim s.” 
Fulbright 
and 
some other 
committee members want to 
know if this means possible ex­ 
tension of the Viet Nam fighting 
to Thailand. They have been 
informed that the United States, 


which has a mammoth air base 
there, already has 20,000 or 
more troops in Thailand. 
Rusk’s reply may influence 
committee action on Fulbright’s 
proposed rider, although the 
chairman already has said pub­ 
licly he doubts the committee 
will approve it o ra similar pro­ 
posal made by Sen. George Mc­ 
Govern, D'SJD. 
McGovern has offered a rider 
that would make it clear pas­ 
sage of the aid bill involves no 
endorsement of Johnson’s con­ 
duct of the Viet Nam war. But 
he said he will not press it in the 
Senate if the committee rejects 
it. 
In his Red China policy state­ 
ment, Fulbright said some UJ>, 
experts believe Chinese leaders 
expect 
war with the United 
States within a year. He added 
that some Americans also ex­ 
pect such a conflict. 
Fulbright said he scheduled 
the committee hearings on Chi­ 
na because they might alter this 


“ fatal expectancy” of war. 
Before fresh political and mil­ 
itary decisions are made on 
Southeast Asia, the chairman 
said, it is essential to try to un­ 
derstand the

Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 
asked Taylor in writing about 
the port. Taylor's reply, pub­ 
lished Saturday, said, “ I am 
inclined to believe that the time 
has 
been 
reached when we 
should mine this harbor and cut 
off the shipping which normally 
uses it.” 
The Johnson administration 
has thus far spared the Viet 
Nam capital of Hanoi and Hai­ 
phong of bombings or other di­ 
rect military actions. 
Mansfield Calms Some Senate 
Criticism of Yiet Nam Course 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A quiet 
Irishman with a velvet glove 
has helped calm some of the 
Senate criticism of President 
Johnson’s course inVietNam. 
Sen. Mike 
Mansfield, 
the 
Democratic leader, has demon­ 
strated in the week since he re­ 
turned from a recuperative va­ 
cation in Florida that soft words 
diminish wrath, if they do not 
always turn it away. 
TTie second day after the tall, 
lean Montana senator climbed 
back in the leadership saddle, 
the Senate passed overwhelm­ 
ingly a $4.8-billion military au­ 
thorization bill that had been be­ 
fore it since Feb. 14 while mem­ 
bers wrangled over Viet Nam. 
Mansfield, with characteristic 
modesty, 
takes 
no personal 
credit for this. He says the 
members were just tired of 
squabbling and ready to act. 
Within hours after his return, 
the Democratic leader helped 
extricate Vice President Hubert 


H. Humphrey from a sticky sit- 
nation brought about by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee’s invi.ation for Ym Lo 
testify before it on his nine-na­ 
tion tour of Asia. 
No vice president can afford 
to let a committee order him 
around, and Humphrey was de­ 
termined not to be put on the 
stand at a public hearing. 
Acting 
Democratic Leader 
Russell B. Long of Louisiana 
already had traded verbal blows 
with Chairman J, W. Fulbright 
in the Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee's televised hearings. Re­ 
lations 
between 
them were 
strained. 
But Mansfield prevailed on 
Fulbright to join with him in 
inviting Humphrey to sit down 
with senators and talk informal­ 
ly 
with 
them. 
The session 
turned out to be a friendly one, 
with nobody going a\^ay mad. 
Now Mansfield is drawing on 
his 
seemingly inexhaustable 


supply of patience to move the 
Senate toward a vote on a $415- 
million foreign aid authoriza­ 
tion which includes $275 mil­ 
lion in economic aid for Viet 
Nam. 
The Democratic leader occu­ 
pies a unique position in stand­ 
ing apart from the noisy Senate 
uproar over Viet Nam. Quietly, 
he had opposed the resumption 
of North Viet Nam bombing, 
thus siding with Fulbright. 
For all their recent chatting 
at a White House party, the 
President and Fulbright are not 
what could be called chummy at 
this poi it. 


In 
contrast, 
Johnson 
and 
Mansfield continue to maintain 
close relations. Mansfield had 
his reservations about steps 
Johnson has taken and commu­ 
nicated them to Johnson. But 
his 
attitude 
las 
been that 
“ w e're in this thing too deep” to 
carp at the President publicly.

Voting 
Rights 


Upheld 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court upheld today- 
key sections of the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act. 
The high tribunal upheld the 
power of Congress under the 
Constitution’s 15th Amendment 
to suspend state literacy tests 
and sim ilar voting qualifica­ 
tions, and to authorize the attor­ 
ney general to appoint federal 
examiners to register qualified 
voters in various sections of the 
country. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, in 
the majority opinion, dismissed 
a Deep South attack on consti­ 
tutionality of the act. 
“ We hold,” 
Warren 
said, 
“ that the sections of the act 
which are properly before us 
are an appropriate means for 
carrying out Congress’ 
con­ 
stitutional responsibilities and 
are consonant with all 
other 
provisions of the constitution.” 
Justice Hugo L . Black wrote 
a separate opinion concurring 
in part and dissenting in part. 
Warren’s opinion declared: 
“ Hopefully, millions of non­ 
white Americans will now be 
able to participate for the first 
time on an equal basis in the 
government under which they 
live. We may finally look for­ 
ward to the day when truly ’the 
right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be de­ 
nied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on ac­ 
count of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude.* ” 
Warren’s quotation was of the 
Constitution’s 15th Amendment. 
Joining in the Warren opinion 
were Justices William O. Doug­ 
las, Tom C. Clark, John M. 
Harlan, William J. Brennan, 
Potter Stewart, Byron White 
and Abe For ta s. 
South Carolina, joined by Vir­ 
ginia, 
Louisiana, 
Alabama, 
Georgia and Mississippi had at­ 
tacked the new law as violative 
of the Constitution. The federal 
government defended the law 
and was joined by 20 states. 
W arren’s opinion said two 
points “ emerge vividly” from 
the legislative history of the act. 
First, that Congress felt itself 
“ confronted by an insidious and 
pervasive evil which had been 
perpetuated in certain parts of 
our country by unremitting and 
ingenious defiance of the Con­ 
stitution.” 
Second, he said, Congress con­ 
cluded that the unsuccessful 
remedies which it had pre­ 
scribed in the past would have 
to be replaced by “ sterner and 
more elaborate measures.”

TOKYO AP — Aviation ex­ 
perts from four nations began 
intensive investigations 
today 
in the wake of three succes­ 
sive airline disasters in the 
Tokyo area that killed 321 per­ 
sons. 
Japanese 
officials 
also 
launched urgent studies of avia­ 
tion safety in Japan and re ­ 
newed calls for a new airport. 
Two crashes Saturday and Sun­ 
day killed 98 Americans, in­ 
cluding 75 in a tour group 


aboard a British Overseas A ir­ 
ways Corp. Boeing 707 bound for 
Hong Kong. 
Heavy 
rains on the lower 
slopes of Mt. Fuji, site of the 
BOAC 
crash 
Saturday 
that 
killed all 124 aboard,hampered 
studies 
being made 
of 
the 
twisted wreckage. 
Photographs of the BOAC jet 
which spun out of a clear sky 
showed the plane began disinte­ 
grating while falling. 
Smoke 
trailed from the full length of 


both wings. 
Pieces of the Canadian Pacific 
A irlines Douglas DC8 Jet that 
crashed Friday in a fog at the 
Tokyo airport were being picked 
over by more experts. That 
crash killed 64 of the 72 persons 
aboard. 
On Feb. 4 a Boeing 727 jet op­ 
erated by All Nippon Airways 
crashed in Tokyo harbor and 
killed all 133 personsaboard.lt 
was the worst crash involving a 
single plane. 
Space Rescues Are Feasible 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Man must learn how to res­ 
cue 
orbiting 
astronauts 
stranded in a disabled space­ 
ship because “ it is a problem 
we all know will one day con­ 
front us,” a recovery force 
expert said today. 
“ Space rescue is entirely fea­ 
sible and well within the known 
state of the a rt,” said Col. Emil 
G. Beaudry, vice commander of 
the Aerospace Rescue and Re­ 
covery Service at Orlando, Fla. 
In a technical paper presented 
during the opening day of the 
Third Annual Space Congress, 
Beaudry said one analyst con­ 
cluded there is a 62 per cent 
probability of at least seven 
emergency situations in space 
involving 22 men in the next 20 


years and a 58 per cent proba­ 
bility of two or three emergen­ 
cies within IO years. 
He observed the vast amount 
of effort project officials now 
take to insure astronauts' safety 
before they are launched and 
said “ rescue in space is but the 
logical extension of this tradi­ 
tional humanitarian role. 
“ There is no reason today — 
or certainly in the reasonably 
near future — why an opera­ 
tional rescue spacecraft could 
not be ready and standing by in 
the event of distress or tragedy 
during manned flights,” Beau­ 
dry said. 
“ For example, a launch vehi­ 
cle such as the Titan 3 with its 
great weight-lifting capability 
and mission versatility could,

(AP) — The U,S. M a r i n e s 
brought their first year in Viet 
Nam to a thunderous finish to­ 
day by joining with crack South 
Vietnamese troops to shatter a 
2.000 - man North Vietnamese 
regiment. 
Nearly 1,000 Communists were 
said to have fallen liefore the 
combined air-ground assault by 
6.000 Leathernecks, 
govern­ 
ment paratroopers and rangers 
in three days of blistering fight­ 
ing, that the Marines called 
their roughest action- and best 
showing-of the war. 
The fierce battle tapered off 
into a mop-up operation today, 
with the Marines and Vietnam­ 
ese troops in pursuit of small 
bands of Red survivors. Prison­ 
ers said the regiment had been 
in South Viet Nam only a month 
since it filtered down from the 
North by the jungled Ho Chi 
Minh Trail, Allied spokesmen 
reported. 
But the victory was costly for 
the Allies. Marine officers told 
correspondents 
at the 
battle 
scene along the central coast

This evaluation of Lt. Gen. 
Hoang Van Thai has been made 
for Washington officials after 
painstaking exploration of the 
Chinese - trained 
general's 
background. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
that 
Thai, former assistant 
chief of the North Vietnamese 
Joint General Staff, infiltrated 
into South Viet Nam in early 
1964 “ and reportedly is the 
current commander of the Viet 
Cong armed forces.” 
McNamara also said a second 
North 
Vietnamese 
lieutenant 
general named Luong also was 
a 1964 infiltrator into South Viet 
Nam. 
Luong may be in charge of 
political affairs for the highest 
Communist 
headquarters 
in 
South Viet Nam, 
McNamara 
said. 
No details in Luong*s back­ 
ground were available. 


Blast Ruins 
Clubhouse 


SAN FRANCISCO AP -- Po- 
live Inspector Robert McClen- 
nan says the explosion which 
shattered 
the national head­ 
quarters of the W. E. B. Du­ 
bois Clubs may have been a 
dynamite charge — as much as 
40 pounds of it. 
The blast Sunday ripped out 
the inside of the club’s ram ­ 
shackle 
two-story 
building, 
spraying glass and wood frag­ 
ments on neighboring buildings 
and littering the street. There 
were no reported injuries. 
“ We have no definite leads or 
suspects,” said McClennan. He 
said the blast may have been a 
dynamite charge placed under 
the front porch of the building, 
located in a run-down residen­ 
tial section several blocks from 
the city's Civic Center. 
The explosion came less than 
48 hours after the Justice De­ 
partment moved to require the 
DuBois Clubs to register as a 
Communist front organization.

and

American, which has morning 
and evening editions. 
Locals 
of the International 
Typographical Union and the 
M ailers Union voted 1,266 to 56 
Sunday for the strike. 
The Christian Science Moni­ 
tor is unaffected. 
The painters and m ailers de­ 
mand cash raises The publish­ 
e rs contend they should accept 
the same company-paid health- 
welfare and pension plan nego­ 
tiated 
with other newspaper 
craft unions. 


Heavy Loss 
In Blizzard 


FARGO, N. D. AP — Road- 
plowing crews and rescue m is­ 
sions began bringing relief to­ 
day to blizzard-battered parts 
of the Dakotas and Minnesota. 
The toll of deaths stood at 16. 
Ranchers were counting up a 
heavy loss of livestock, espe­ 
cially in South Dakota. 


Helicopters 
and 
airplanes, 
bulldozers and plows worked to 
relieve thousands stranded in 
what has been termed the Dako­ 
ta s’ 
worst such storm 
in 
decades. 


Travelers 
who 
had 
taken 
refuge in stores, cafes, service 
stations, or homes continued 
their journeys. 
Stores of human kindness and 
heroic effort came out of the 
chill, snow-swept land. 


Like the North Dakota farm 
boy, Orien Auck, of rural Ster­ 
ling, who scanned the whitened 
countryside and got worried 
when he didn’t see smoke com­ 
ing out of a neighbor’s chimney. 
The 12-year-old boy put on his 
coat and overshoes and trudged 
through deep snowdrifts to the 
farm of Lowell Brown, who 
lived alone. There, he found the 
65-year-old farm er dead, his 
body draped over a windmill 
brace in the yard--a victim of 
the blizzard which lashed the 
Dakotas three days last week. 
Vignettes like this were corn- 
monplace as rural and city folk 
alike fought for survival against 
the storm. 
Six of the storm deaths oc­ 
curred in South Dakota and five 
each in North Dakota and Min­ 
nesota. 
There was a staggering loss in 
cattle and sheep--perhaps run­ 
ning in the millions of dollars. 
In both states, work crews 
pushed around the clock to open 
up roads clogged with drifts up 
to 25 feet deep

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court upheld today 
key sections of the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act. 
The high tribunal upheld the 
power of Congress under the 
Constitution's 15th Amendment 
to suspend state literacy tests 
and sim ilar voting qualifica­ 
tions, and to authorize the attor­ 
ney general to appoint federal 
examiners to register qualified 
voters in various sections of the 
country. 
Chief Justice Earl W arren, in 
the majority opinion, dismissed 
a Deep South attack on consti­ 
tutionality of the act. 
“ We hold," 
Warren 
said, 
“ that the sections of the act 
which are properly before us 
are an appropriate means for 
carrying out Congress' 
con­ 
stitutional responsibilities and 
are consonant with all 
other 
provisions of the constitution." 
Justice Hugo L . Black wrote 
a separate opinion concurring 
in part and dissenting in part. 
W arren's opinion declared: 
“ Hopefully, millions of non­ 
white Americans will now be 
able to participate for the first 
time on an equal basis in the 
government under which they 
live. We may finally look for­ 
ward to the day when truly 'the 
right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be de­ 
nied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on ac­ 
count of race, color or previous

W arren's quotation was of the 
Constitution's 15th Amendment. 
Joining in the Warren opinion 
were Justices William O. Doug­ 
las, Tom C. Clark, John M.

One of the numerous things that Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes has asked of legislators, who as­ 
sembled today in special session, is to comply 
with the new federal highway beautification law. 
The state legislature in the past has been 
indifferent to any reasonable requirement for 
keeping the natural beauty of the landscape as 
viewed from highways. 
Now is the time for this attitude of indif­ 
ference, not confined unfortunately to Missouri 
legislators, to end. 
The apathy is due largely to the effectiveness 
of the billboard lobby and other selfish interests, 
small business operators, motels and roadside 
establishments, who fear that the absence of 
blight along the highway will cause them financial 
loss. 
A great many of these fears appear to be un­ 
justified. The elimination of billboards and road­ 
side signs never has been sought—only control. 
But if given a choice between spoiling the land­ 
scape and ruining the environment of millions 
of dollars spent on highway improvements and 
causing selfish, special interests a financial 
loss, legislators should muster the courage—if 
they still have any—and vote in favor of highway 
beautification. Missouri needs it and so does 
the country. 
Missouri will be penalized IO per cent of its 
federal aid funds on highways if it does not 
comply with the new highway beautification law. 
So if the legislature continues to be smug, 
the taxpayers will be penalized because the 
legislators continued to bend a friendly, respon­ 
sive ear toward the entreaties of the special 
interests. 
The taxpayers deserve a better break. 
In 12-county district IO of the state highway 
department, headquartered in Sikeston, there 
are 5,177 road signs and 179 salvage and junk 
yards, which fall into the areas of control as 
defined by federal law—within 660 feet from the 
. right-of-way for the signs and within 1,000 
feet for the junkyards. 
' Missouri has another reason for complying. 
The tourist business in the state is brisk and 
much sought after. A great deal of money and 
effort are being spent annually to maintain and 
to increase it. 
If Missouri is going to keep the tourists coming 
in the future and meet the competition from 
other states, it cannot continue to thumb its 
nose at them with a polyglot assortm ent of 
ragtag roadside signs of every size, descrip­ 
tion and condition and,of rusting carcasses of 
stripped automobiles and trucks heaped along 
the roadside amidst weeds. 
The tourist will not spend his money for these 
irritations to the eye or to inspect an increas­ 
ingly ugly American landscape. 
Missouri legislators must put the general 
welfare of the state and its citizens above the 
persuasion of selfish and self seeking inter­ 
ests, which are willing to wreck the appearance 
of the landscape and cause the loss of millions 
of dollars in order to make a buck or two.

Some of them were shocked at what they had 
seen in brief excursions outside suburbia. 
In one sense the teenagers of Webster Groves 
have things tougher than their parents. They 
must study hard. The scholastic competition is 
fierce. Most of the students have an unusual 
drive to excel scholastically. 
Since many of them hope to be able to main­ 
tain the comparatively high standard of living 
of their parents, this drive is necessary. 
With taxation of all kinds growing, greater 
inroads being made into the system of limited 
capitalism, the steady march toward socialism, 
the heavy penalties on thrift and self reliance, 
the disposition to take from one and give to 
another, the youngsters must work twice as hard 
as their parents to stay even in tomorrow’s 
society. 
The predicament that Webster Groves’ teen­ 
agers find themselves in is in many ways 
understandable. 
It is the ambition of parents everywhere to 
give their children a better life and to make 
life easier for them than they themselves 
experienced. The high caliber of the Webster 
Groves schools is one manifestation of this 
aspiration. 
While this is a parental ambition, is laudable 
in many respects, it creates about as many 
problems as it solves. 
The parents* early lives involved more per­ 
sonal sacrifice and struggle except for the 
educational aspect. 
These experiences built character, developed 
enterprise and strength that is lacking to some 
extent in today’s more sheltered generation of 
youngsters. 
But the parents did not have such a tough time 
in school. 
Their school days were more relaxed and 
pleasant. 
They acquired their ulcers after student days 
not during them. 
The youngsters of Webster Groves are ex­ 
periencing in a real sense the good life--the 
fruition of the American dream. They are not 
idealistic or bold opportunists but extremely 
m aterialistic. 
They want nothing more than to continue the 
affluent life their parents have given them—“ a 
big house, two cars and a lot of money.” 
They are thinking of security not opportunity. 
Ordinarily the affluent life sounds appealing 
but there’s something depressing about a com­ 
munity of young people whose aspirations hinge 
so much on maintaining the status quo.

B asis for the debate was the 
fact that Dodd had conspired 
with Gen. Ju liu s Klein, a reg­ 
iste re d 
agent for W est G er­ 
man in te re sts, during the Sen­ 
ate com m ittee’s investigation of 
Klein in 1964. At that tim e Dodd 
did not rev eal to his own com ­ 
m ittee the full facts regarding 
his relatio n sh ip with Klein. 
Sen. 
F ulb rig h t cited p rece­ 
dents dating back to the Civil 
W ar when m em b ers of the Sen­ 
ate 
co m m ittees w ere ousted, 
but the com m ittee finally de­ 
cided that since Dodd was under 
investigation 
by 
the Senate 
E thics com m ittee, the F oreign 
R elations com m ittee would not 
move against him for the tim e 
being.

In fact, the plug in the bottle­ 
neck, the 
bone in the throat, 
the “ thing” in the craw of

specialists, is the Saigon m ari­ 
tim e bureaucracy. 
Vietnamese, official 
and 
civilian, who control the un­ 
loading of rice and some m ili­ 
tary equipment, are in no hur­ 
ry. Frequently they can't 
be 
found for days. They often re­ 
fuse to work Saturday and Sun­ 
day. They siesta. They hold up 
custom perm its - though much 
of the food and supplies is being 
donated gratis by A m erica. 
Thus 
A m erican freighters, 
low in the water with vital 
cargo, have lain idle anywhere 
from IO to 60 days for want 
of routine perm ission to unload. 
The 
worst 
of 
the culprits 
are the Vietnamese shipping 
agents. Without such an agent 
in any port 
a ship 
can be 
virtually paralyzed. He is the 
representative hired by the ship 
owner to “ nurse” the vessel in 
a foreign port. 
He secures a harbor pilot, 
gets the clearance papers, the 
unloading perm it, fills in the 
necessary, 
additional 
crew 
men, provides for rep airs and 
medical 
attention, gets 
new 
provisions and fresh water and 
picks up the ship's mail for the 
news • hungry seam en. 
Judging from one survey made 
by the knowledgeable and u tter­ 
ly professional Mel B arisic, Na­ 
tional M aritim e Union 
vice 
president, Vietnamese shipping 
agents a re more elusive than 
the Scarlet Pim pernel. 
M r. B arisic spent three weeks 
recently in Viet Nam attem pt­ 
ing to help hundreds of m erchant 
seam en on idling freighters in 
those w aters. He has no com ­ 
plaint now against the m ilitary. 
“ They 
a re 
all Vietnamese 
citizens and they have given 
alm ost no serv ice,” B arisic 
told this colum nist 'the other 
day. 
\ 
“ If there is no agent 
to 
solve the ship's problem s and 
it can't get unloaded, it just 
lie s there. And brother, you 
just try to get one of those 
agents. He is not in his of­ 
fice. Or he left a week ago. 
Or he is asleep. So in dis­ 
gust many of our ships turn 
to the m ilitary but they really 


can't help a com m ercial ship 
except to unload us and they 
have their own problem s.” 
Grim ly, B arisic told of the 
blood p ressu re - inducing ex­ 
perience of three ship captains. 
The S. S. Barasm ina tried to 
get a ship agent in Cam Ranh 
Bay. Her captain sent 16 m es­ 
sages, 
says B arisic, to the 
shipping agent. The m essages 
w ere ignored. The ship lay there 
60 days. 


And there is the S. S. A m eri­ 
can Builder, a U. S. L ines’ 
freig h ter’. It lay unloaded in 
Saigon for 15 days — because 
it could not raise a shipping 
agent. 
There is the fantastic story 
of Capt. B eck's S. S. Louise 
Lykes. He 
hove her into 
Da 
Nang in 
mid - Decem ber. For 
four futile days he attem pted to 
contact his shipping agent. 
At the end of the fourth day 
the Vietnam ese citizen casual­ 
ly came aboard. No, there was 
little he could do to help it 
unload. 


So Capt. Beck pulled out, 
dumped part of his fuel 
to 
lighten his load so he could 
get into a channel for Saigon. 
When he finally arrived with 
his load of rice and m ilitary 
equipment, he could now get a 
custom s division perm it to un­ 
load the m ateriel the U. S. was 
contributing to the Vietnamese. 
Finally, days later, he did 
get this bit of paper. 
And when the cargo finally 
is unloaded, 
much of it 
is 
stolen. B arisic said too much 
of the shipm ents clog the docks 
because of a shortage of barges, 
seagoing 
tugs, 
harbor tugs, 
cranes, m otorized barges, and 
the “ sea m ules” of World War 
II. But most im portant is the 
need for big 
steel containers 
weighing 5 to IO tons. B arisic 
opines it would be hard to 
crack these and loot their con­ 
tents - or lug them off intact. 
W hat's the solution? 
B arisic says there must be 
som e centralized control. 
It 
must 
not 
be 
in Vietnam ese 
hands. Expert Am erican ship­ 
ping agents who can meet 
a 
freighter and get it unloaded, 
revitalized 
and 
homebound 
swiftly a re needed in all South 
Vietnam ese ports. 
“ I 
talked 
to Nick Johnson 
(U .S . M aritim e A dm inistrator) 
about 
all th is,” said B arisic. 
“ He said we don't move 
that 
fast. 
Well, if 
they 
continue 
puzzyfooting w e'll tie up ships 
along 
the 
Am erican w ater­ 
front just to tell the country 
w hat's 
happening 
to Saigon. 
T hat'll get Nick moving.” 
It might. So would a hard­ 
hitting 
Congressional probe. 


tinue to live in the Webster Groves environment 
in which they have lived so comfortably. 
Some of them were shocked at what they had 
seen in brief excursions outside 
suburbia. 
In one sense the teenagers of Webster Groves 
have things tougher than their parents. They 
must study hard. The scholastic competition is 
fierce. Most of the students have an unusual 
drive to excel scholastically. 
Since many of them hope to be able to main­ 
tain 
the comparatively high standard of living 
of their parents, this drive is necessary. 
With taxation of all kinds growing, greater 
inroads being made into the system of limited 
capitalism , the steady march toward socialism , 
the heavy penalties on thrift and self reliance, 
the disposition to take from one and give to 
another, the youngsters must work twice as hard 
as their parents to stay even in tomorrow’s 
society. 
The predicament that Webster Groves* teen­ 
agers find them selves in is in many ways 
understandable. 
It is the ambition of parents everywhere to 
give their children a better life and to make 
life easier for them than they them selves 
experienced. The high caliber of the Webster 
Groves schools is one manifestation of this 
aspiration. 
While this is a parental ambition, is laudable 
in many respects, it creates about as many 
problems as it solves. 
The parents* early lives involved more per­ 
sonal sacrifice and struggle except for the 
educational aspect. 
These experiences built character, developed 
enterprise and strength that is lacking to some 
extent in today’s more sheltered generation of 
youngsters. 
But the parents did not have such a tough tim e 
in school. 
Their school days were more relaxed and 
pleasant. 
They acquired their ulcers after student days 
not during them. 
The youngsters of Webster Groves are ex­ 
periencing in a real sense the good life—the 
fruition of the American dream. They are not 
idealistic or bold opportunists but extrem ely 
m aterialistic. 
They want nothing more than to continue the 
affluent life their parents have given them— “ a 
big house, two cars and a lot of money.” 
They are thinking of security not opportunity. 
Ordinarily the affluent life sounds appealing 
but there’s something depressing about a com ­ 
munity of young people whose aspirations hinge 
so much on maintaining the status quo.

to their normal consumption on 
a subsequent day. Consequently, 
the lost demand for meat dur­ 
ing the withholding period does 
not accumulate 
for a later 
time when the livestock that are 
held back eventually must move 
to market. 
Accordingly, 
any 
price 
increase that may oc­ 
cur during a 
withholding will 
not 
equal the price decrease 
tlJat later will take place.”

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Foreign Relations committee, 
meeting behind closed doors 
last week, debated whether to 
throw Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., 
off the committee. 
Basis for the debate was the 
fact that Dodd had conspired 
with Gen. Julius Klein, a reg­ 
istered agent for West Ger­ 
man interests, during the Sen­ 
ate com m ittee's investigation of 
Klein in 1964. At that time Dodd 
did not reveal to hts own com­ 
mittee the filii facts regarding 
his relationship with Klein. 
Sen. 
Fulbright cited prece­ 
dents dating back to the Civil 
War when members of the Sen­ 
ate com m ittees were ousted, 
but the committee finally de­ 
cided that since Doddwas under 
investigation 
by 
the Senate 
Ethics committee, the Foreign 
Relations committee would not 
move against him for the time 
being. 
Note* The Senate Ethics com­ 
mittee, headed by John Stennis, 
IV Miss., has started to turn 
the investigation around to a 
probe of where Jack Anderson 
got the damning documents re­ 
grading Dodd’s extracurricu­ 
lar activities, This switch in in­ 
vestigative tactics follows the 
usual Senate line of protecting 
the sanctity of the "club,” the 
line followed regarding sena­ 
tors involved in the Bobby Baker 
case. 
SECRET CABLEGRAM 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
committee might want to Inves­ 
tigate further the operation of 
I5en. Dodd in the Congo in 1961 
when he acted in 
cooperation 
with 
another 
foreign agent, 
Michel Struelens. 
Struelens 
represented 
the 
break 
- away 
Province 
of 
Katanga and was at that time 
bent on upsetting the Kennedy 
policy of supporting President 
Adoula and trying to keep the 
Congo together. Foreign agent 
Struelens 
was working 
with 
break-away President Tshombe 
of Katanga and Sen, Dodd was 
helping him. 
A 
secret 
cablegram which 
Struelens sent to Tshombe on 
December 17, 1961, at the height 
of the Katanga 
controversy, 
tells part of tile story. I can 
supply the Senate committee 


with a copy. 
The Important 
parts read: 
"United States excited 
about 
Katanga affair. Dodd will make 
senatorial declaration Monday 
and first debates Senate. 
"Violent criticism 
by Con­ 
gress of state department poli­ 
cy can be expected. 
"Very important 
Presidents 
(Tshombe) ask if at meeting 
with Adoula, Dodd be present, 
for he can say U, S, Ambassa­ 
dor Leopoldville (Edward Gul- 
llon) took position in conflict 
which is not neutral but In favor 
of Adoula. 
"Do not attack Gullion head on, 
but make understand he Is no 
longer 
neutral 
after 
antl- 
Tshombe position in radio and 
TV broadcasts 
in 
United 
States. . , . 
"Dodd asks to be present if 
Gullion should negotiate cease 
fire. . .” 
This is a complicated cable­ 
gram dealing with complicated 
African politics, But it is not 
complicated when it to ils down 
to the position of a senator and 
whether or not he represents 
the 
United States or a foreign 
government opposed by the Uni­ 
ted States. 
COMPETENT SENATOR 
Dodd was an able prosecutor 
at the Nuremberg Trials, con­ 
ducted 
excellent hearings on 
juvenile delinquency, has a good 
voting record on most domestic 
issues. He has also been cam­ 
paigning to prevent interstate 
traffic 
in guns such as that 
which killed President Kenne­ 
dy. 
Hie senator from Connecticut, 
tiierefore, is fully competent to 
know when he is in violation of 
senate ethics or of the foreign 
agents registration act, or the 
Logan act, which bars an in­ 
dividual from conducting for­ 
eign relations on behalf of the 
United States. In the Katanga 
affair he may have been in vio­ 
lation of all three. 
In 
1961, 
President Kennedy 
had taken a firm position that 
the Congo must be unified and 
that the United States would 
support 
President Adoula for 
unification. Kennedy believed 
that 
Katanga, 
the largest 
copp**r-cobalt producer in the 
world witii an $85 million a

reports from skilled labor lead­ 
ers, who flew to Saigon to help 
the South Vietnamese unchoke 
that port, disclose that the South 
Vietnamese don’t seem to 
be 
terribly interested in saving 
them selves. 
In fact, the plug in the bottle­ 
neck, Die 
bone in the throat, 
the "thing” in tile craw of 
American 
waterfront 
specialists, is the Saigon mari­ 
time bureaucracy. 
Vietnamese, official 
and 
civilian, who control the un­ 
loading of rice and some m ili­ 
tary equipment, are In no hur­ 
ry. Frequently they can’t 
be 
found for days. They often re­ 
fuse to work Saturday and Sun­ 
day. They siesta. They hold up 
custom permits — though much 
of the food and supplies is being 
donated gratis by America. 
Thus 
American freighters, 
low in tile water with vital 
cargo, have lain idle anywhere 
from IO to 60 days for want 
of routine permission to unload. 
The 
worst 
of 
the culprits 
are the Vietnamese shipping 
agents. Without such an agent 
in any port 
a ship 
can be 
virtually paralyzed. He is the 
representative hired by the ship 
owner to "nurse” the vessel in 
a foreign port. 
He secures a harbor pilot, 
gets the clearance papers, the 
unloading permit, fills in Ute 
necessary, 
additional 
crew 
men, provides for repairs and 
medical 
attention, gets 
new 
provisions and fresh water and 
picks up tile ship’s mall for die 
news • hungry seamen. 
Judging from one survey made 
by tile knowledgeable and utter­ 
ly professional Mel Barisic, Na­ 
tional Maritime Union 
vice 
president, Vietnamese shipping 
agents are more elusive than 
the Scarlet Pimpernel. 
Mr. Barlslc spent three weeks 
recently in Viet Nam attempt­ 
ing to help hundreds of merchant 
seamen on Idling freighters In 
those waters. He has no com­ 
plaint now against the military, 
"They 
are 
ail Vietnamese 
citizens and they have given 
almost no service,” Barlslc 
told tills columnist 'the other 
day. 
S. 
"U there is no agent 
to 
solve the ship’s problems and 
it can’t get unloaded, it just 
lie s there. And brother, you 
just try to get one of those 
agents. He is not in his of­ 
fice. Or he left a week ago. 
Or he is asleep. So in dis­ 
gust many of our ships turn 
to the military but they really 


can’t help a commercial ship 
except to unload us and they 
have their own problems.” 
Grimly, Barisic told of the 
blood pressure • inducing ex­ 
perience of three ship captains. 
The S. S. Barasmina tried to 
get a ship agent in Cam Ranh 
Bay. Her captain sent 16 m es­ 
sages, 
says Barisic, to the 
shipping agent. The m essages 
were ignored. The ship lay there 
60 days. 


And there is die S. S. Ameri­ 
can Builder, a U. S . Lines’ 
freighter'. It lay unloaded in 
Saigon for 15 days — because 
it could not raise a shipping 
agent. 
Hiere is the fantastic story 
of Capt. Beck’s S. S. Louise 
Lykes. He 
hove her into 
Da 
Nang in 
mid • December. For 
four futile days he attempted to 
contact his shipping agent. 
At the end of the fourth day 
the Vietnamese citizen casual­ 
ly came aboard. No, there was 
little he could do to help it 
unload. 


So Capt. Beck pulled out, 
dumped part of his fuel 
to 
lighten his load so he could 
get Into a channel for Saigon. 
When he finally arrived with 
his load of rice and military 
equipment, he could now get a 
customs division permit to un­ 
load the materiel the U. S. was 
contributing to the Vietnamese. 
Finally, days later, he did 
get this bit of paper. 
And when the cargo finally 
Is unloaded, 
much of it 
is 
stolen. Barisic said too much 
of the shipments clog the docks 
because of a shortage of barges, 
seagoing 
tugs, 
harbor tugs, 
cranes, motorized barges, and 
the "sea mules” of World War 
ll.

One of the numerous things that Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes has asked of legislators, who as­ 
sembled today in special session, is to comply 
with the new federal highway beautification law. 
The state legislature in the past has been 
indifferent to any reasonable requirement for 
keeping the natural beauty of the landscape as 
viewed from highways. 
Now is the time for this attitude of indif­ 
ference, not confined unfortunately to M issouri 
legislators, to end. 
The apathy is due largely to the effectiveness 
of the billboard lobby and other selfish interests, 
sm all business operators, m otels and roadside 
establishm ents, who fear that the absence of 
blight along the highway will cause them financial 
lo ss. 
A great many of these fears appear to be un­ 
justified. The elimination of billboards and road­ 
side signs never has been sought—only control. 
But if given a choice between spoiling the land­ 
scape and ruining the environment of millions 
of dollars spent on highway improvements and 
causing selfish, special interests a financial 
loss, legislators should muster the courage—if 
they still have any—and vote in favor of highway 
beautification. M issouri needs it and so does 
the country. 
M issouri will be penalized IO per cent of its 
federal aid funds on highways if it does not 
comply with the new highway beautification law. 
So if the legislature continues to be smug, 
the taxpayers will be penalized because the 
legislators continued to bend a friendly, respon­ 
sive ear toward the entreaties of the special 
interests. 
The taxpayers deserve a better break. 
In 12-county district IO of the state highway 
department, headquartered in Sikeston, there 
are 5,177 road signs and 179 salvage and junk 
yards, which fall into the areas of control as 
defined by federal law—within 660 feet from the 
right-of-way for the signs and within 1,000 
feet for the junkyards.

Hearnes Discusses First Year in 
Office, Critical Highway Needs 


Labor Contract 
Signed at Plant 


By Gov. W arren E. Hearnes 
On the first anniversary of 
my inauguration as Missouri’s 
46th Governor, I was invited to 
speak at a student Union Recog­ 
nition Banquet on the University 
of Missouri campus at Rolla. 
Thus, on January l l , 1966 Ihad 
an opportunity to take a back- . 
ward look at my first year as 
Governor after serving IO years 
in the Missouri House of Repre­ 
sentatives and four as Secretary 
of State. After taking a search­ 
ing look, I told these student 
listeners and leaders that—at 
the age of 42—1 still listen and 
respect the advice and counsel 
of those who have had the bene­ 
fit of more years of experience 
with the difficult process of liv­ 
ing through those years, grow­ 
ing through those years, and 
even surviving those years. 
But, a given number of years 
does not necessarily provide the 
answers we seek, 
and some­ 
tim es those years take a toll 
which prevents us from being 
attuned to the answers which can 
mean success o r failure in our 
personal lives, our business 
careers and our understanding 
of even a portion of our in­ 
creasingly 
complex environ­ 
ment. 
Robert P. Gerholz, president 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, said last month: 
“ Ours 
is a 
ruthless 
age, 
economically 
speaking. 
The 
prizes for those who see and 
seize the opportunity are glit­ 
tering trophies. The prizes for 
those who don’t are dire.” 
Secretary of Commerce John 
T. Connor recently made a 
speech in which he said: “ One 
of the 
most 
important 
in­ 
tangibles is knowledge—knowl­ 
edge of how to run a business 
successfully. Knowledge of how 
a city or state should be ad­ 
ministered. . 
A Wall Street Journal writer 
recently called the problems of 
our Ozark region “ immense.” 
But, let us exercise some of 
this essential knowledge so vital 
to our state today and place the 
economy of the Ozarks in per­ 
spective 
with 
all 
Missouri. 
When we do that, it offers a 
single close-at-home theorem 
o r social and economic theory 
which must be faced intelligent­ 
ly, and hopefully solved, by citi­ 
zens and those intrusted with 
leadership in private business 
and 
governmental relation­ 
ships. 
Jam es C. Tanner’s article in 
the Wall Street Journal had this 
to say about the Ozarks: 
• “ Not the least of the problem 
is the are*’$ asnort tea tram big 
m arkets and its lack of natural 
resources. Wasteful practices 
by the region’s early settlers 
are at least partly responsible 
for the latter problem.” 
He later wrote in the same 
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article: 
“ Much of the new hope, how­ 
ever, rests on the prospect of 
help from Washington. 
And still later: 
“ In recent hearings lawmak­ 
e rs heard testimony that the 
stretch 
of land beginning in 
Southern 
Illinois, 
extending 
across Missouri and Kansas 
and sloping southward into A r­ 
kansas and Oklahoma is 
in 
reality an area in greater eco­ 
nomic distress than the much- 
publicized Appalachia. 
“ So,” wrote Mr. Tanner. ” a 
program patterned after 
the 
one billion dollar Appalachian 
Development 
act is in the 
works.” He also noted that a key 
to attracting tourists and in­ 
dustry is construction of high­ 
ways and that “ planners and 
politicians hope and expect most 
of any federal aid 
will go 
toward more and better roads.” 
“ Where roads have been built, 
tourism is rising,” he wrote and 
then continued: “ Southern Mis­ 
souri’s lakes will attract 250,- 
000 this year—an increase of 
30 per cent from years ago.” 
He concluded the article with 
a quotation from agricultural 
economist J. R. Ott of Little 
Rock in which the latter says 
the Ozarks can become the 
playground of mid-America and 
be within easy reach of Chicago 
or Dallas. 
I quote from this article be­ 
cause it directly reflects state­ 
ments 
made 
by 
Governor 
Faubus of Arkansas, Governor 
Bellonion of Oklahoma, Gover­ 
nor Avery of Kansas and myself 
after we met in Springfield last 
spring to discuss a regional 
compact which hopefully would 
do the very thing now envi­ 
sioned in this federal legisla­ 
tion. We formed an informal 
compact at that meeting and 
issued a joint statement in which 
we informed our 
respective 
United States senators and our 
congressional 
delegations of 
our desire to join our four 
states’ efforts for our own eco­ 
nomic and social well-being. 
In that statement, we 
made 
our approval contingent upon 
giving the governors and their 
state’s governments a strong 
• hand in the administration of 
such a program. 
Much of our discussion in 
executive session, and at the 
p ress 
conference called im­ 
mediately afterward, concerned 
roads in and to areas which 
do not now have them. I fol­ 
lowed this with a statement at 
the annual Missouri Good Roads 
Association meeting in which I 
strongly urged good highways 
running north to south through 
and adjacent to counties, towns 
and cities which offer some of 
the finest outdoor recreation 
and industrial sites in the entire 
United States. 
Many times since then I have 
discussed 
the problems of 
cities, counties and areas in 
M issouri which can gain an eco­ 
nomic boost through these bet­ 
te r avenues of motor transpor­ 
tation — which in the final 
analysis is the basic type of 
transportation that keeps visi­ 
to rs within our state for a long­ 
e r period. 
We do need a highway from 
Kirksville in north or northeast 
M issouri to West Plains in 
south or Southeast Missouri. 
Highway 63 is about the only 
north-south highway upon which 
much improvement has been 
made in recent years -- and 
that has been done 
between 
Kirksville and Columbia to Jef­ 
ferson City, but when you reach 
that city you must turn l l miles 
east before you wind your way 
past 
Westphalia, 
Freeburg, 
Vienna, 
Vichy 
and 
Rolla to 
reach Highway 66. 
Highway 40 is part of our in­ 
terstate highway system. It is 
moving travelers very 
fast 


across the state between our 
mushrooming major metropoli­ 
tan areas of St. Louis and Kan­ 
sa s City. This is fine, and fills 
a vital need, but we must aid 
visitors and Missourians 
to 
have better access to and from 
Hannibal, Maryville, Nevada, 
Farmington, 
Willow Springs, 
Neosho, 
Caruthersville 
and 
Rolla — through north-south 
highways for passengers and 
goods. 
When we met last spring with 
the governors of the other three 
states, I pointed out to them 
that Missouri’s economic prob­ 
lem s were not confined to the 
Ozarks. We are also concerne< 
with decreasing population anc 
lowered tax revenue in the coun­ 
ties of north Missouri, which 
traditionally 
have depended 
upon agriculture for income. 
I agree with Mr. Tanner’s 
statem ent that much of our hope 
in building such roads rests with 
Washington. This is true for 
several reasons — principally 
because so very few sources oi 
revenue are left to the states, 
and we may lose more. C er­ 
tainly the sources which we 
have cannot construct and main­ 
tain such a tremendous network 
of roads as we envision. 
These roads are important to 
the Ozarks, north Missouri and 
all other economically troubled 
areas, and will help them r e ­ 
main self-supporting after fed­ 


eral aid dwindles or is with­ 
drawn. We must use this money 
which is taken from, and then 
partially restored, to our gov­ 
ernmental pockets wisely--use 
it as an investment and not as 
a windfall. 
I have talked of the Ozarks 
and north Missouri, but what I 
have said applies equally as 
much to other areas of Mis­ 
souri. Travel, industrial de­ 
velopment, agriculture, roads, 
federal funds, state financial 
and social problems—we could 
list many more—these are all 
involved and intertwined in the 
complexity of our individual and 
collective futures. 
As I emphasized to the stu­ 
dent leaders at Rolla, we need 
leadership and vision on every 
level of citizen participation. 
We need men and women who 
will agree that basic govern­ 
ment begins in their home town 
and 
necessarily becomes di­ 
luted as authority spreads to 
county, state and nation. 
There are penalties in leader­ 
ship needed to solve the prob­ 
lem s discussed in this article 
and in the speech made to my 
student friends at Rolla. But, 
there are also rewards in eco­ 
nomic and social well-being— 
maybe or maybe not for your­ 
self alone, but for those also 
who will not accept the penalties 
of leadership* but only accept 
its rewards.

After taking a search­ 
ing look, I told these student 
listeners and leaders that—at 
the age of 42--I still listen and 
respect the advice and counsel 
of those who have had the bene­ 
fit of more years of experience 
with the difficult process of liv ­ 
ing through those years, grow­ 
ing through those years, and 
even surviving those years. 
But, a given number of years 
does not necessarily provide the 
answers we seek, 
and som e­ 
tim es those years take a toll 
which prevents us from being 
attuned to the answers which can 
mean success or failure in our 
personal lives, our business 
careers and our understanding 
of even a portion of our in­ 
creasingly 
complex environ­ 
ment. 
Robert P. Gerholz, president 
of the United States Chamberof 
Commerce, said last month: 
“ Ours 
Is 
a 
ruthless 
age, 
economically 
speaking. 
The 
prizes for those who see and 
seize the opportunity are glit­ 
tering trophies. The prizes for 
those who don’t are dire.” 
Secretary of Commerce John 
T. 
Connor recently made a 
speech in which he said: “ One 
of the 
most 
Important 
in­ 
tangibles is knowledge—knowl­ 
edge of how to run a business 
successfully. Knowledge of how 
a city or state should be ad­ 
ministered. . .” 
A Wall Street Journal writer 
recently called the problems of 
our Ozark region “ im m ense.” 
But, let us exercise some of 
th is essential knowledge so vital 
to our state today and place the 
economy of the Ozarks in per­ 
spective 
with 
all 
M issouri. 
When we do that, it offers a 
single close-at-home theorem 
or social and economic theory 
which must be faced intelligent­ 
ly, and hopefully solved, by citi­ 
zens and those Intrusted with 
leadership in private business 
and 
governmental relation­ 
ships. 
Jam es C. Tanner’s article in 
the Wall Street Journal had this 
to su\ utKHit toe Ozarks: 
• “ Not the least of the problem 
is the area’s isolation from big 
markets and its lack of natural 
resources. Wasteful practices 
by the region’s early settlers 
are at least partly responsible 
for the latter problem.” 
He later wrote in the same 
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article: 
“ Much of the new hope, how­ 
ever, rests on the prospect of 
help from Washington. 
And still later: 
“ In recent hearings lawmak­ 
er s heard testimony that the 
stretch 
of 
land beginning in 
Southern 
Illinois, 
extending 
across Missouri and Kansas 
and sloping southward into Ar­ 
kansas and Oklahoma Is 
in 
reality an area in greater eco­ 
nomic distress than the much- 
publicized Appalachia. 
“ So,” wrote Mr. Tanner, “ a 
program patterned after 
the 
one billion dollar Appalachian 
Development 
act is in the 
works.” He also noted that a key 
to attracting tourists and in­ 
dustry is construction of high­ 
ways and that “ planners and 
politicians hope and expect most 
of any federal aid 
will go 
toward more and better roads.” 
“ Where roads have been built, 
tourism is rising,” he wrote and 
then continued: “ Southern Mis­ 
souri’s lakes will attract 250,- 
000 this year—an increase of 
30 per cent from years ago.” 
He concluded the article with 
a quotation from agricultural 
economist J. R. Ott of Little 
Rock in which the latter says 
the 
Ozarks can become the 
playground of mid-America and 
be within easy reach of Chicago 
or Dallas. 
I quote from this article be­ 
cause it directly reflects state­ 
ments 
made 
by 
Governor 
Faubus of Arkansas, Governor 
Bellonion of Oklahoma, Gover­ 
nor Avery of Kansas and myself 
after we met In Springfield last 
spring to discuss a regional 
compact which hopefully would 
do the very thing now envi­ 
sioned in this federal legisla­ 
tion. We formed an informal 
compact at that meeting and 
issued a joint statement in which 
we informed our 
respective 
United States senators and our 
congressional 
delegations of 
our desire to join our four 
states’ efforts for our own eco­ 
nomic and social well-being. 
In that statement, we 
made 
our approval contingent upon 
giving the governors and their 
state’s governments a strong 
• hand In the administration of 
such a program. 
Much of our discussion In 
executive session, and at the 
press 
conference called im ­ 
mediately afterward, concerned 
roads in and to areas which 
do not now have them. I fol­ 
lowed this with a statement at 
the annual M issouri Good Roads 
Association meeting In which I 
strongly urged good highways 
running north to south through 
and adjacent to counties, towns 
and cities which offer some of 
the finest outdoor recreation 
and industrial sites In the entire 
United States. 
Many tim es since then I have 
discussed 
the problems of 
cities, counties and areas in 
Missouri which can gain an eco­ 
nomic boost through these bet­ 
ter avenues of motor transpor­ 
tation — which in the final 
analysis is the basic type of 
transportation that keeps v isi­ 
tors within our state fora long­ 
e r period. 
We do need a highway from 
Kirksville in north or northeast 
M issouri to West 
Plains in 
south or Southeast M issouri. 
Highway 63 is about the only 
north-south highway upon which 
much improvement has been 
made in recent years — and 
that has been done 
between 
Kirksville and Columbia toJef- 
ferson City, but when you reach 
that city you must turn l l m iles 
east before you wind your way 
past 
Westphalia, 
Freeburg, 
Vienna, 
Vichy 
and 
Rolla to 
reach Highway 66. 
Highway 40 is part of our in­ 
terstate highway system. It is 
moving travelers very 
fast 


across the state between our 
mushrooming major metropoli­ 
tan areas of St. Louis and Kan­ 
sa s City. This is fine, and fills 
a vital need, but we must aid 
visitors and Missourians 
to 
have better access to and from 
Hannibal, Maryville, Nevada, 
Farmington, 
Willow Springs, 
Neosho, 
Caruthersville 
and 
Rolla 
-- through north-south 
highways for passengers and 
goods. 
When we met last spring with 
the governors of the other three 
states, I pointed out to them 
that Missouri’s economic prob­ 
lem s were not confined to the 
Ozarks. We are also concernei 
with decreasing population anc 
lowered tax revenue In the coun­ 
ties of north Missouri, which 
traditionally 
have dependec 
upon agriculture for Income. 
I agree with Mr. Tanner’s 
statement that much of our hope 
In building such roads rests with 
Washington. This is true for 
several reasons — principally 
because so very few sources oi 
revenue are left to the states, 
and we may lose more. Cer­ 
tainly the sources which we 
have cannot construct and main­ 
tain such a tremendous network 
of roads as we envision. 
These roads are important to 
the Ozarks, north Missouri and 
all other economically troubled 
areas, and will help them re ­ 
main self-supporting after fed­ 


eral ald dwindles or is with­ 
drawn. We must use this money 
which is taken from, and then 
partially restored, to our gov­ 
ernmental pockets w isely—use 
it as an investment and not as 
a windfall. 
I have talked of the Ozarks 
and north Missouri, but what I 
have said applies equally as 
much to other areas of M is­ 
souri. Travel, industrial de­ 
velopment, agriculture, roads, 
federal funds, state financial 
and social problems—we could 
list many more—these are all 
Involved and intertwined in the 
complexity of our individual and 
collective futures. 
As I emphasized to the stu­ 
dent leaders at Rolla, we need 
leadership and vision on every 
level of citizen participation. 
We need men and women who 
will agree that basic govern­ 
ment begins in their home town 
and 
necessarily becom es di­ 
luted as authority spreads to 
county, state and nation. 
There are penalties In leader­ 
ship needed to solve the prob­ 
lem s discussed in this article 
and in the speech made to my 
student friends at Rolla. But, 
there are also rewards In eco­ 
nomic and social well-being— 
maybe or maybe not for your­ 
self alone, but for those also 
who will not accept the penalties 
of leadership, but only accept 
its rewards.

“ No one realizes more than I 
do that what I am about to say 
will be an exercise in futility, 
especially in addressing some 
20 or 25 Members who are on 
the floor. I think I understand 
what the final result will be. 
I do not Intend to make any 
point of order that a quorum 
is not present, because I think 
minds are pretty well made up. 
“ I am in a different position 
than most of those who have al­ 
ready, or will speak on this bill, 
inasmuch as I was one of those 
six who voted against the tax 
reduction bill last June. At that 
time I explained that it was not 
because I was opposed to the 
reduction and elimination of 
wartime excise taxes, which 
should have been removed many 
years ago, but rather I was op­ 
posed to reducing our revenue 
at a time when we were pre­ 
paring to authorize an increase 
in the debt limit. I thought at 
the time that both actions would 
have an inflationary effect, and 
I believe my fears in this re ­ 
spect have been confirmed. 
“ Now. if I voted against the 
repeal and reduction of taxes 
last June, some may get the 
idea that I would be in the 
most favorable position to vote 
for this bill today. I will take 
the few minutes that have been 
granted to me, to explain why 
I believe this House will be 
acting In a most inconsistent

their thinking for them. I know

Either the

a deficit far larger than has 
been estimated by the Presi­ 
dent's best advisers. Of course, 
the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee which brings us this bill 
today, under a closed rule, 
which I voted against, will be 
back before us with another 
bill, under a closed rule, ask­ 
ing for an Increase in the debt 
celling. I continue to have hope, 
and I hope that this time they 
will bring us a bill authoriz­ 
ing a permanent debt ceiling, 
instead of trying to kid the pub­ 
lic with a so-called temporary 
debt celling, maintaining the 
old nonrealistic permanent debt 
celling of $285 billion. 
“ We are being asked today to 
approve this bill, consisting of 
some 50 pages of very tech­ 
nical language, which I doubt if, 
as many as six Members of this 
House can explain in detail, but 
which will unquestionably be 
adopted, to be added to other 
volumes of the United States 
Code, and to be translated into 
regulations 
of the 
Internal 
Revenue Service, which will add 
to the headaches of the tax­ 
payers and the occupants who 
make up their returns.
